so; to find a use. What is to follow these 
diaries into the Christmas window dis- 
plays? The toy window will be the 
problem. The British toy industry has 
made big strides forward in the last two 
years, but it has worked under increasing 
difficulties in respect of labour and mate- 
rials. The United States are sure to con- 
tribute something to the Christmas’ toy 
stocks, and it is from these, no doubt, that 
the clock-work toys, said to be plentiful, 
have come. Japan, too, has increased her 
output of toys and fancy articles enor- 
mously, and will send as many as her 
ships can bring. Foreign-made or home- 
made, however, toys of the older kinds 
will be dearer this year. People will 
have expected that: toys were not likely 
to be an exception to the distressing rule 
of higher prices wherever we turn The 
toy trade depends chiefly on supplies of 
cloth, metal; wood, and labour. Since the 


war began the price of wood has gone up: 


to three times its former level, that of 
metal to two or three times, and white 
plush, of which the quaint animal toys 
are made, has increased enormously in 
cost. No doubt, however, some cheaper 
kinds will be seen, for the market is too 
good to be neglected. The Japanese, in- 
deed, have already shown that, in spite of 
high shipping charges, they can place 
small fancy goods at a marvellonsly low 
price in our markets. The great trouble 
is the lack of cheap and handsome dolls, 
such as came formerly from Germany. 
We have heard little recently of the toy 
industries which were started in Ireland 
soon after the outbreak of war. They 
seemed to promise well, and to be suitable 
for extension here. It would be interest- 
ing to know what they have been doing for 
this year’s toy season.

REPORT OF THE COM- 


MISSIONERS. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, Wepwnespay. 

The eighty-first report of the Commissioners 

ional Education in Ireland was issued to- 
day. The Commissioners, in opening, remark 
that in submitting the report they have to 
point out that its preparation has been ig or 
owing to the fact that their last report, that 
for the school year 1913-14, which was duly sub- 
mitted to the Irish Government on September 
28, 1914, for tation to Parliament, has so 
far been wit from publication. 

WAR TIME ECONOMIES. 

The Commissioners, in common with other 
administrative departments during the present 
period of financial stress, have given anxious 
thought to the question of making economies in 
their expenditure. They are cognisant that in 
any circumstances the increase in the cost of 
living all over the country must have pressed 
hardly on the National teachers, and feel it 
due, to them to recognise that these privations 
have been patiently and courageously endured 
by the great majority of the workers in the 
schools. Shortly after the commencement ot 
the war they received notification from the 
Treasury that it was necessary to e@uspend all 
grants and loans for the building and improve- 
ment of schoolhouses and teachers’ residences, 
with the exception of cases where contracts for 
the execution of the works sanctioned had al- 
ready been entered into. In addition to the 
saving thus effected, amounting to £65,000 per 
annum, the Commissioners have agreed to large 
economies in the printing of annual publications, 
.such as the reduction and siimplification of the 
statistical returns published in their annual 
report, the appendices to which will not at pre- 
sent be printed. They have suspended the 
rule hitherto in operation by which 
a junior assistant mustress was  fe- 
quired to replaced by a — graded 
teacher in every National school when it was 
found that an average attendance of 50 or more 
pupils was maintained. During the period 
under review they have given earnest considera- 
tion to the recommendations set forth in the 
final report of the Viceregal Committee of In- 
quiry of 1913, with a view to their adoption in 
regard to their system of payment of teachers 
and inspection of National schools. To aid them 
in their .deliberations they invited the sugges- 
tions of the school managers and teachers, and 
had the advantage of conferences with repre- 
sentatives of both of these bodies on various 
oceasions. The proposals of the Commissioners

Sub-Section 2 of Clause 3 was amended, on 
the motion of the Solicitor-General, so as to 
limit the power of purchase to not later than 
three years after the termination of the war.

Dr. ADDISON moved a series of amendments 
to a sub-clause which gives to the former owner 
the right of pre-emption to purchase or lease

PANIC AT TRIESTE. 


CIVIL POPULATION LEAVING 


THE TOWN.

Public opinion and the Press in Italy, which 
for. weeks had been warning the Allies of the 
danger threatening Rumania, deplore ‘the fall 
of Constanza and that of Predeal. There is 
one consolation, however, in the fact that these 
suecesses of Mackensen and Falkenhayn were 
obtained by sacrifices at Verdun and on the, 
Italian front. ! 
This morning news was received confirming 
what was already known—namely, that the 
Austrians had drained their defences on the 
Ttalian front to such an extent as themselves to 
become alarmed at the impending fate of 
Trieste. The inhabitants of that town who 
have taken refuge in Switzerland have been re- 
ceiving mysterious letters for some days past 
from their relatives and friends in Trieste teil- 
ing them they may soon expect -them in 
Switzerland, as the Austrian authorities had 
begun ordering most of the civil population 
away. There is strong suspicion that Trieste 
is being entirely evacuated of its civil popula- 
tion, as was Gorizia many months before its 
fall. Like rats in a doomed vessel, the Aus- 
trians have a presentiment of what is coming. 


TOUGH BRITISH FIGHTING. 


From British Headquarters in France, Mr. W. 
Beach Thomas, the correspondent of the Datly 
Mail, writing on Tygsday, sends the following 
account of tough British fighting :— 

The patchiness of the German Army has been 
brought into the sharpest relief by the fighting 
of yesterday and to-day in front of. Les Boeufs. 
On the left, three days ago, we took over 1,000 
prisoners, and captured all positions at once, 
On the right we have wrestled hour after hour, 
in tough hand-to-hand fights, where no man 
yielded an inch of ground till he died. Yes- 
terday, in the mist, to-day, in the 
dark and rain, British and Bavarians 
have been locked in close embrace, 
have grappled, have thrown bombs at close 
quarters, and used bayonets im successions of 
individual struggles, each carried through to the 
death. The general issue was on our side. We 
forced our way forward. We took the notorious 
“Hazy trench” that has now chan ed hands 
five times. We killed the garrison of some old 
reinforced gunpits, after a prolonged fight 
worthy of the Part of Hougoumont. Some of 
our patrols and an isolated platoon pushed too 
far in the great adventure, engaged in island 
battles, and at last forced their way back in 
dwindling numbers, but with undiminished 
dash. Where men could not reach a trench 
they went to ground in front of it, and refused 
all retreat. The field of battle—like snow under 
a dripping tree, dibbled with innumerablg pits 
—has taught both sides new forms of battle. 
Every shell hole may contain a keep, a battle- 
ment, a moat, and may bristle with automatic 
guns. The earth ambush is the standard de- 
fence, unendurable though the terrain is. 


4,000 LONDON POLICE FOR 


THE ARMY. 


The London Daily Express is informed that 
the Home Secretary, im conjunction with the 
London Metropolitan Police authorities, is CONg | 
sidering the advisability of calling on all police 
constables under the age of thirty-one, whether 
married or single, to join the Army. It is 
estimated that of the 20,000 men in the Metro- 
politan Police Force about 4,000 are under the 
age of thirty-one. Should the Home Secretary 
call on these men to join the Colours, it would 
resumably be necessary to invite a further 
arge draft of pensioned men to take up police 
duties again. Up to the present, police con- 
stables have been exempt from military ser- 
vice, but many have resigned yoluntarily in 
order. to serve with His Majesty's Forces.

DESPATCH FROM GENERAL 


SIR REGINALD WINGATE, 


“A MILITARY FEAT OF 
SOME DISTINCTION.” 
: T - 
HOW EL FASHER WAS 
TAKEN. 
A supplement to the London Gazette issued 
yesterday contains a despatch .from General Sir 
Reginald Wingate, G.C.B., Sirdar and Governor- 
General of the Sudan? Wated 8th August, 1916. 
It deals with the military operations in Darfur, 
and contains a brief report on the services of 
the Egyptian Army and the Sudan Administra- 
tion since the outbreak of war in Europe. 
The despatch opens with a reference to the 
cordial relations—mutually advantageous to all 
parties—that existed between the late Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British Forces in Egypt 
(Lieutenant-General Sir John Maxwell), his suc 
cessor (General Sir Archibald Murray), Sir Ian 
Hamilion (whilst in command of the Mediter- 
ranean Expeditionary Force), and the Sirdar. 
It then gives particulars of the work of patrols, 
involving operations on a minor scale, in which 
only units of the Egyptian Army have been 
employed. 
The Lokoia tribes of Jebels Lyria and Luch, 
in Mongalla Province; openly defied the Govern 
ment. and in Jan ry, 1915, a patrol, consist- 
ing of a half-com, any of the 9th Sudanese, one 
and-a-half companies of the E vatorial Bat- 
talion, and a detachment of the edical Corps, 
under Major C. C. MacNamara, the Royal Irish 
Rifles, was despatched against them. The 
patrol gn ree achieved its purpose, with 
but slight casualty to our troops. 
Fiki Ali, the powerful Mek (or chief) of 
Jebel Miri, in the Nuba Mountains Province, 
assumed a hostile attitude towards the Govern- 
ment, and his disaffection constituted a menace 
to the peace of the whole province. In April, 
1915, under Major H. J. Huddleston, the Dorset 
Regiment, there was rapidly concentrated at 
Kadugli a total of 46 officers and 1,007 rank and 
file. On April 20th and the two ensuing days 
our troops attacked Jebel. Tuluk and the sur- 
rounding hills, which were strongly held by 
Fiki Ali and his tribesmen. The attack was 
completely successful, and the enemy were 
driven out of their stronghold, a large number 
of prisoners being captured. Fiki Ali, with his 
immediate following, succeeded in effecting his 
escape, but after being hunted from place to 
place for several months eventually was com 
pelled to surrender. 
The inhabitants of Jebels Imatong, Lafite, 
and Garia refused to obey Government orders, 
and a foree under the command of Major D. 
Percy-Smith, D.8.0., the Middlesex Regiment, 
was despatched from Torit in February, 1916, 
to punish them and to restore order. These 
operations lasted till the 15th March, when the 
rebels sent in peace envoys and agreed to sub- 
mt. 
Then follow details of the work of small 
patrols on various dates, and it is explained that 
those sections of the frontier which were espe- 
cially exposed to raids have been constantly 
patrolled. Great credit is given to Major (tem- 
porary Lieutenant-Colonel) OC. i. Wilson, 
Governor and Commandant of Troops im the 
Red Sea Province, for his excellent organisation 
of the patrols on the frontier. These patrols, 
although generally outside the sphere of active 
military operations, required a considerable or 
ganisation, and entailed arduous service by the 
personnel employed. They have given proof on
